Immediate Certification of Bills: Unless otherwise directed by the Speaker, during the last 14 days
of a regular session, all measures acted on by the House shall be transmitted to the Senate without
delay.

After the 55" day (April 26) of the regular session, the Special Order Calendar shall be published in
one Calendar of the House and may be taken up on the day the Calendar is published.

After the 55" day (April 26) of regular session, main floor amendments must be approved for filing
